Death of Bishop Chase. 


The telegraph announced last night the death | 


of the venerable Philander Chase, D. D., Bishop 
of the Protestant Epigeopal Chareh of Hingis, 


and senior bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church tn America.

He was born at Cornish, 
on the banks of the Connecticut, December 
1ith,1775, and consequently at the time of his 
7ith year. He entered 


Men of the Time, in 1791, and graduated in 
1795. was ordained in St. George's 
Church, New York, in 1798, and was engaged 
zealously in missionary labors in the State of 
New York for several years. In 1805 he went 
to New Orleans and took an active part in the 
organization of the Episcopal Chureh in that 
city. In JS11 he returned to the North, and till 
18i7 was Rector of Christ Chareh, Connecti 
cut, in which year he set out for Ohio and 
took the initiative steps in the organization of 
the Mpiscopal Church in that State. 

He was consecrated Bishop of Obio on the 
11th of February, 1819, in the city of Philadel- 
phia. In 1823 he went to England to solicit 
aid towards founding a College and ‘Theologi- 
cal Seminary in Ohio, where he was quite suc-

Sacramento, Nov. 9th, 1852. 

Mr. Eprror :—You will expect to hear, from 
an eye-witness, something about the terrible 
conflagration that has laid waste our beautiful 
city. 

The noise and excitement of election were 
justatanend. Afresh gale had commenced 
blowing from the North-west. Many of us had 
thought during the evening what a terrible 
night it would be for a fire. At eleven o'clock, 
a fire broke out in the rear of a dry good store 
kept by Madame Lanos, on the north side of J, 
between 3d and 4th streets. The bell of the 
Bee Hive establishment first sounded the alarm 
several minutes before the great fire bell gave 
out its stirring peals. There was but a faint 
light when the cry was first heard, but in three 
minutes, the writer, three blocks above, could 
see to read, and it was evident that the city was 
doomed toa great calamity, In ten minutes 
there were hay stacks and buildings on fire, a 
half a mile distant, in the direction of the wind. 
The flames leaped from point to point with in- 
conceivable rapidity. All the buildings in the 
immediate vicinity of the fire were of wood, 
and nothing could arrest the progress of the 
destroyer there. By the time they were burn- 
ed, the heat had’ become intense, and there Was 
a sea of flame. The wind raked the city in an 
angular direction, so that our wide streets 
availed us nothing. ‘The tiremen worked Vig- 
orously ; but ere they could arrest the fire at 
one point it leaped and caught beyond them, 
The flames went against the wind slowly but 
sureby, in consequence of the glowing heat pro- 
duced by the fierce blasts. 

It is easy to see how the fire might have been 
kept in much narrower bounds by a concentra- 
tion of effort, at the proper time, at points dis- 
tant from the actual raging of the tlames. On 
the North side ot J street ‘all below 3d, and 
above Sth, might have been preserved, and 
much more on the south side of J, below 3d3 in 
fuct, all between the river and 3d street. But 
by one casualty, one mistake and another, the 
whole city alinost Was swept away. 

On the north side the bur: t region is botnd- 


ved by the alley between Jand J; on the east 
side, by Sth street to J, by 9th street, from J to 


LL, by Sth street, from L to M. On the south 
side, by BMostreet; on the west side by the 
river. These are the main lines. In some 
cases the burnt district goes beyond these lines 
a litth, and in seme it talls short of them. 
There are about thirty blocks swept clean. 
Most of these were solidly built, but not all of 
them., Three fire proof buildings on J street, 
kept their contents safely, and two on Kt street; 
the rest, called fire proot, were destroyed: 
some by beitig Icit open partially at windows 
or doors unelosed; and some by reason of iim 
The town could not have 
been burned cleaner of side walks, sewer 
planks, and everything else combustible, 

» All the churches but Mr. Benton's were in

pel feet construction. 


Timely exertion, and a few men on the 
ground, would have saved the new briek 


church of the M. BE. Socicty. They hardly 
thought it at all in danger. But the cupola and 
roof were of wood, and there the fire took its 
hold, very slightly at first: and then @ man 
with a bucket of water might have put it out. 
The Baptist, Roman Catholic, M. EK. South, 
churches were of wood, and in such exposed 
situations, with a North-west wind, that no ef- 
fort could preserve them. 

Rey. Me, Benton's church is the only one 
spared. There were no buildings of any hight 
to the windward of it. Between the back end 
of it and the wood buildings gon, J street, Was an 
open space full of rubbish. This was carried 
ofl, or kept wet till the greatest heat was over, 
On the corner of J and 6th strect was a fire 
proof block 40x80 that did not burn. By tear- 
ing down some low buildings between this 
block and the church, the church and parsen- 
uge were got out of danger from that quarter. 
The saving of the church saved hay yards on 
both sides of 6th street, and I street, and many 
buildings in the vicinity. The congregation is 
much indebted to several individuals for their 
constant and untiring exertions, and their wise 
counsels, The building is somewhat damaged, 
of course, but is in a condition to be used for 
worship; for «a day school; tor a sleeping 
apartment, &c. 

Among the saddest things connected with 
the calamity is the death, by suffocation or 
burning of several persons. Mr. D. K, Lyons 
was burned in the buildings of Reynolds & Co, 
Mr. Woodward in the Dawson House, Mr. 
Charles Brigham, in the store of Curry & Co. ; 
and the remains of two men, unknown, have 
been found inthe ruins of the Orleans Hotel. 
Some human remains were found in the ruins 
of\the State Hospital, but the physicians report 
that every single patient was removed. We 
are sure, so far, of the death of six persons in 
this horrible manner. Others are supposed to 
have so perished ; but it is not well ascertained 
that they have. Indeed, some who were report- 
ed burned are found to be alive and well. We 
hope it may be so with all the others. 

Hundreds and thousands almost, are house- 
less and homeless. Every building left is 
crowded to its utmost capacity. Many of-our 
families have gone below or into the country. 
The number of sick people is not great, but 
still there are some that need much eare. So 
far the amount of destitution and suffering is 
less than could have been anticipated; but 
there are those that must be relieved now. So 
long as the weather is fair, people can get on 
in any way, but when it shall rain the real suf- 
fering will begin. And, in any case, there will 
be more destitution a month hence than now. 
The supplies for relief are ample for all pre- 
sent purposes. San Francisco has done nobly, 
and the gratitude of our citizens is unbounded. 
The Relief Committee are very busy. They 
have had about six hundred applicants, and 
have granted relief in about two hundred cases 
so far. Some are ready to abuse the gifts of 
charity ; and even able-bodied, well men, with 


none dependent on them, have had the effront- 
ery to ask for relief! Mere loafers! It is such 


applications as these, that make the duty and

Buildings were contracted for before morn- 
ing, and cre night several were occupied, and 
hundreds were begur. There cannot be less 
than a thousand now finished or under way. 
Lots on J street are renting higher than did the 
buildings which stood on them before the confla- 
gration. All we need is good weather to have 
every lot reoccupied within a month, and many 
fine buildings erected. Brick walls are al- 
ready rising in every direction; the whole 
town is a perfect Babel of noise and confusion, 
and the sound of saws and hammers is heard 
day and night. It will take a long while for 
the city to be itself again; but it cannot fail to 
be even more than it was, in the course of a 
year or twe. Meanwhile, let us hope that the 
yood providence of God may favor our stricken 
and desolate population.

Mortality on Emigrant Ships and Steamers. 

We published a short article last week under 
the above caption, condensed from a more ex- 
tended tabular statement in the San Franeisco 
Herald. We were influenced by no other mo- 
tive than to convey what we thought useful and 
reliable information to our readers. We have 
no partialitics towards either line of steamers. 
We had noticed that the tables, as first publish- 
ved, had drawn forth remarks from other parties, 
‘and that corrections had been made in the tab- 
ular figures and results. Presuming, perhaps 
tou hastily, that these corrections were alb that 
necded to be made, we inserted the document 
as amended. We have received the following 
communication to which we give place, that 
both sides may have a hearing. 

Mu. Eprror :—I hailed with pleasure the ap- 
pearance of the Pacific; welcomed it as a har- 
binger of ood, have perused its successive 
numbers with unalloyed pleasure, have adimir- 
ed its straight forward advocacy of sound mor- 


“als, pure ethics, and staunch Protestantism, un- 


biased by sectarianism or party politics. ‘Thus 
conducted it will forma powerful auxiliary in 
planting and diflusing a high tone of moral 
principles among the people, and stemming the 
current of vice and immorality flowing from 
the polluting source of unscrupulous party tac- 
tics and political profligacy. Your paper has 
wn clevated position, it is independent, yet pa- 
triotic ; itis protestant yet liberal; it is frank 
in its declaration of general principles of State 
policy, but uncontaminated by party. spirit. 
So let it continue. . Such a paper, such a 
champion, is invaluable during the juvenility 
of this remote branch of our great republican 
family. 

But to maintain this clevated position, it is 
necessary not only to be free from bigotry in 
religion and party bias in politics, but also to 
be unintiuenced by cliques or cabals, or asso- 
ciated individuals in commercial or other pri- 
vate cnterprises. This latter, with a fair face 
aud an ingenuous air, an exterior caleu- 
luted to disarm suspicion, or deceive the 
unwary, may insidiously impercept- 
bly, if so inclined, exert an influence and turn 
the seale, that you have hitherto held so nicely 
balanced, to their own advantage, and the 
injury of others cqually meriting your confi- 
dence. 

The aggregate mortality by either of the 
Isthinus routes, Panama or Nicaragua, under 
the most favorable circumstances, is necessa- 
rily considerable, But when the means pro- 
jected by the two transit companies shall have 
been perfected, when the causes of detention 
shall have been removed, and when the con- 
nection between the Atlantic and Pacific 
steamers shall be complete, as they soon will 
be, the exposure on the Isthmus, whether by 
Nicaragua or Panama, will be vastly diminish. 
ed, and the number of deaths will be in the 
saine ratio diminished. The competition for 
public patronage will render necessary a cor- 
rection of all abuses in the various steamer 
lines. It has ever had that intluence elsewhere, 
and this great Pacific passenger business will 
not be an exception. 

No person of any experience of that inter- 
tropical region between Panama and Aspin- 
wall, can say much in favor of the salubrity of 
its climate. Its blighting influence has been 
felt by too many. ‘Too many homes have been 
made desolate, too many hearts have been 
crushed, too many widows been made, too 
many children rendered fatherless or mother- 
less, and too many parents made childless to 
ever forget the dangers of that region to north- 
cin constitutions. 

As regards the comparative mortality in the 
different lines, it is so easy to make it to favor 
either the one or the other line, by the parade 
of tables made up for the occasion, that those 
loose and uncandid ones which have been pub- 
lished are not worth a moment’s consgidera- 
tion. 

Look at the awful mortality in the 4th Regi- 
ment of U.S. Troops, that occurred on board 
the Golden Gate. When she was about to start 
for this port, the disease showed itself, and so 
alarming was her condition, that her captain 
dared not put to sea, but instead, went to Ta- 
boga, where she lay for a week, more than 
thirty dying in one night, and the Panama Siar 
stated that “if the P. M.S. S. Co. had done their 
duty, that one half of the lives of the soldiers 
might have been saved.” Yet in these honest 
tables, those deaths are not alluded to; and the 
Golden Gate in her two trips with her immense 
number of passengers is charged with only one 
death. Yet she offered up a hetacomb on one 
trip. 

§ Vanderbilt's line lost by shipwreck two of their 
best boats, whereby a large accumulation of pas- 
sengers occurred at San Juan. The Pioneer hav- 
ing brought most of her passengers from Panama 
touched at San Juan in a leaky state, took in a 
few more, and finally to save life was beached. 
Her passengers were ultimately brougbt on by 
the Sea Bird, and of these twenty-two are said

Every approach of this kind should, and | 
presume ever will mect with your unquali- 
tied reproof, when brought to your notice. 
Such a case occurred in your issue of the 
5th inst., in your short article, headed “ Mor. 
tality on emigrant ships and steamers.’ With- 
out an opportunity of thoroughly scrutinizing 
the subject, or possessing the means of testing | 
the truth of the statistics published in the 
Herald, you have bestowed on them your confi- 
dence, and adopted the conclusion of their au- 
thor. The statement is ex parte and conse- 
quently partial, excluding or omitting much 
that is unfavorable to the P. M. S. 8S. Co.-while — 
it magnifigs that which is unfavorable.to the 
rival steamer lines, classing the casualties aris- 
ing from the unfortunate shipwrecks, with the 
vices inherent to those lines. The article from 
which you quoted, in its statistics is incom- 
plete, is incorrect and hypothetical in its de. 
tails, and consequently most unjust in its con- 
clusions. 
To read the article as published in the HMer- 
ald, one would suppose that few or no death< 
ever occur on the Panama route, while that oi 
the Nicaragua was lined by the groans of its 
victims. ‘That only 43-100 per cent. of the 
P. M.S,S. Co’s passengers die, while those of 
Vanderbilt’s Line, (V. I. L.) lose 1 50-100 per 
cent. making the mortality more than three 
times greater by the Nicaragua route, than that 
of the Panama! which is a gross imposition on 
popular credulity, tending to divert immigra- 
tion from the numerous rival passenger lines 
to the one line, the only one sustained by gov- 
ernment patronage. This is not right; it is 
not just, nor will it subserve the interests of 
the public. 
It may be said, that it was the cholera that 
carricd off the soldiers, the lady and child of 
an esteemed member of our judiciary, and nv- 
merous others. Granted: and cholera is a dis- 
ease of that region, occurring in and about 
Panama every summer. It is one of the dan- 
gers of that route, but it has not occured on the 
San Juan route. 
But the whole statement, which you have, 
sir, so inconsiderately endorsed, is so wide from 
the truth, and so grossly partial, that further 
comment is unnecessary. 
Vanderbilt's line generally makes the best 
time, and when the transit arrangements shall 
be complete, and the places of the North Amer. 
ica and Pioneer are supplied by two first class 
buats as they soon will be, it will be decidedly 
the fastest line.

Extensive Conflagration in San Franciscu, 

About half past eight on Tuesday evening, 
3th Nov. a fire broke out in the row of wooden 
buildings on the South corner of Merchant 
and Kearny Streets, in the tenement occupied 
by Sandy Marshall's Eating house. The wind 
was fresh from the northwest. The flames 
communicated speedily to Elleards Saloon next 
south on Kearny Street, and were arrested in 
that direction by the California Exchange, a 
fire proof building. 
The tire swept rapidly down through the 


continuous row of wooden shops, restaurante 


bowling alleys, and houses of unmentionable 
character, along the south side of Merchant 
street, until it was arrested by Naglee’s large 
brick building, in which is the U. S.. District 
Court room. Crossing over to Clay street, it 
cleared out every building between the Califor. 
nia Exchange and the brick building on the 
corner of Montgomery street. It did not cross 
Clay street, but many on the south side suffer- 
ed damage by water and moving. yi 
The intense heat from Marshall's building 
soon ignited the Union Hotel on the apposite 
corner of Merchant street, which was totally 
consumed with its long row of billiard tables. 
Next to the Union Hotel, the “Jenny Lind” 


vr new City Hall formed a barrier to the 
flame. 


One or two wooden tenements in the rear 
of the Union were consumed, as far down as 
Mr. Merrill’s* brick building about midway to 
Montgomery street, which was saved. A wood- 
en building east of this, and one or two in the 
rear of it were either burned or pulled down. 
“No substantial brick building was destroyed, 
and the immense value to the City of such 
means of arresting afire was fully demonstra. 
ted. Great praise, however, is due to the Fire 
Department, to whose intrepidity, and well or- 
dered system, in the management of their 
splendid apparatus, we owe it that the fire did 
not cross Clay street. 

About thirty buildings were. destroyed.— 
The loss has been estimated at $150,000. I 
will probably exceed it. On Merchant street 
the losses were confined to the buildings and 
some furniture, but in the stores on Clay street 
were very valuable stocks of merchandise.
